T he corridor w alls w ere recen tly re ­ 
plastered and painted by P h ilip C a lla ­ 
han of C e n tra lv ille and the 
w ork

being done by union painters, so that 
there could be no ill feeling 
on 
th at 
score. 
Som e tim e during the darkness of 
th e night some one w en t into the post 
office and takin g a sh arp kn ife and

Passen g ers on the electric car from 
L aw re n ce , due in M e rrim a ck square at 
eight o’clock this m orning, w ere h o rri­ 
fied w hen near H u n t's fa lls to see a 
canoe w ith two young men in it upset 
and dum p its occupants into the w a t­ 
er. 
T he canoe floated dow n the rive r 
and one of the young men w as seen 
to come to the surface, but the other 
could not be seen. Upon a r riv a l in this 
c ity the occupants of the c a r spread 
the news that a tragedy had occurred 
in the M errim ack river. 


One of the passengers cam e to The 
Su n office and stated the facts as he 
saw them , feeling confident th at one 
of the young men had been drowned 
an d th a t 
possibly the other one had 
before he w as able to reach the shore. 
A Su n reporter im m ed iately w ent to 
the scene of the accident and learned 
th a t the boat was the p rop erty of two 
of the m em bers of the O aklan d C anoe­ 
ing club. w hich has its headquarters 
in a sm all boat house op the Belvid ere 
aide of the rive r near the house of Dr. 
P ills b u ry In T ew k sb u ry. 
A fte r a rriv in g at the boat house the 
reporter saw two men 
d ryin g 
their 
clothes, h avin g Ju st em erged from the 
w ater. 
One of them w as 
in 
an 
ex­ 
hausted condition and the other was 
v e ry w eak. 
T h e y refused to d ivu lg e th eir nam es 
as they did not w ish to h ave the report 
of th eir accident circu lated , but told 
the 
follow ing: 
"It has been quite a 
fad for the m em bers of the club to try 
an d shoot the rapids at H u n t's Falls 
and this m orning we 
launched 
our 
canoe and started up the river. 
W e 
had just struck the rcsplds w hen the 
boat 
started 
to get c ra n k y and 
the 
first thing we knew 
we w ere In the 
w a te r und our canoe started down the 
liv e r. 
"A fte r a long hard sw im we m an ­ 
aged to reach shore and upon reaching 
the boat house launched one of the 
oth er canoes In order to get our boat 
w hich w as flouting down 
the 
river. 
W h e n we 
reached 
the 
lan din g 
we 
found th at we did not have an y pad­ 
dles and going back to the boat house 
got 
them , but 
upon 
reaching 
the 
lan d in g we found that the canoe we 
left 
there had got 
ad rift 
and 
two 
boats w ere floating down the river. 
"R e tu rn in g to the house again we 
got a th ird boat and after considerable 
d ifficu lty m anaged to bring the other 
tw o canoes back In safety.” 
T h e experience is one that the young 
m en w ill rem em ber for a long tim e 
nnd 
undoubtedly one that 
they 
w ill 
not care to repeat for some tim e to 
come.

A policem an who w as trying to dis­ 
perse the shouting crowd ordered the 
negro w ith the stone to m ove on and 
get out of 
the 
neighborhood, w here­ 
upon the negro raised the stone to hit 
the policem an when the latter’s fist 
shot out and catch in g the colored w ar­ 
rior on the jaw laid him out. 
The ne­ 
gro jum ped up again and the police­ 
man again knocked him down.

he got up the second tim e he started 
on a run w ith the policem an ‘‘fann ing’ 
him w ith his night stick.
